I_t is stated.that the centre of .popu- 


lation moves westward at the rate of

If its peo- 


ple generally cannot yet regard the west 
as anything but a howling wilderness, 
where the Indian and the wild 
bison 


roam at will, instead of a land possess- 
ing the refinement of enlightened civil- 
ization, why then it is their misfortune 
and not 
their fault. 
No enmity can 


ever come between the two sections, lor 
very many wealthy farmers of the west 
who own broad and fertile acres, will 
never forget that their early 
manhood 


was passed amid the steep and rocky 
hillsides of the east, where corn was 
planted with a mallet and cold chisel, 
and after being washed out by rains a 
couple of times, grew and flourished to 
(be height of two and even three feet, 
with an ear on almost every stalk. 
No 


one who is worthy the name of maD 
ever forgets the scenes of his boyhood. 
But the cotton factories of the east arc 
passing to the south und southwest, 
where they will be nearer the source of 
the raw material; the publication of 
books, which nobody Jever 
supposed 


nould be done anywhere except in the 
east, has suddenly been begun in the 
west, and $2,000,000 worth were exe- 
cuted with neatness and despatch in one 
western city alone in 1780; eastern illus- 
trated papers, reflecting the culture, 
humor and police doings of the country, 
still hold tncir own, but their time will 
come; eastern pills, which have drained 
so much money from the west and built 
so many palaces in the east, yet have a 
grip upon the affections of our people, 
but their influence is weakening, and 
pad factories are springing up and man- 
hood is restored here in the west by 
western firms; car factories are coming 
nearer to wester iron andn woodjevery 
day; our flouring; mills, which already 
make flour enough lor paste, are 
in- 


creasing in number and capacity, and 
the 
woods are 
full of saw-mills; we 


shall need eastern oil and coal a little 
longer, until a way is found to decom- 
pose water, and then we shall have no 
favors to ask, and the east must not 
recognize us when we meet on the street.

tide of European immigration 


to the United States set in this year so 
early, so steady, and ao strong thst 
there is little doubt that it >ill place 
1881 in this respect decidedly in ad- 
vance of any preceding year. Every 
arriving steamer brings from six hun- 
dred to.a thousand immigrants. The 
New York Commissioners of Emigra- 
tioa'estimated a short time ago that 
this year's arrival of persons who would 
become permanent settlers of the Uni- 
ted States would be between 400,000 
and 500,000, but unless appearances are 
very deceptive this estimate will f*l' 
very much short of the mark. 
There 


was not nearly so decided an American 
tendency noticeable among the popula- 
tions of Europe last year as there is 
this, yet the total immigration fell lit- 
tle short of 000,000. 
The current, 


scarcely checked by the long, bard win- 
ter, seems to have required redoubled 
force with the arrival oi spring, the ar- 
rivals in April alone b;ing 91,000. The 
exact number of immigrants to the 
United States from all quarters of the 
globe during the last calendar year was 
593.703. This is the largest arrival in 
a single twelve months yet recorded. 
The next largest was in 1872, when 
437,000 immigrants reached this coun- 
try. 
The number in 1873 fell but 15,- 


000 below the total of the previous 
year. 
In 1854 
we received 427,000 


immigrants, for which, as well as for 
the large arrivals of the four or five 
preceding years, we were mainly indebt- 
ed to the Irish famine. The present 
immigration is not nearly so largely 
Irish, though they are well represented. 
Germans, Scandinavians, 
Swiss and 


Russians make up more than one-half 
of the great crowd pressing into the 
great Republic as to a new land of 
promise, where they hope to 
better 


their condition and secure the blessings 
3t 
liberty for 
themselves 
and their 


posterity. 


THERE is a good deal of speculation 


in the newspapers as to what Mr. Conk- 
ling will do or will not do in the event 
of Robertson's confirmation. Our ad- 
vice to Mr. Conkhng is to Jo what in 
nine cases out often the average states- 
man finds it impossible to do—nothing.

What Is a Star Rome ? 


F/-<>m tl.e Bo'-tMl J^unici. 


A "star route" is a route where the 


mails are carried other than by steam ; 
that is, by stages or on horseback. They 
are called "star routes" because in the 
postoffice department they are desig- 
nated by an asterisk. And this reminds 
us that the contractor's ring at Wash- 
ington is not content with the star-route 
service in the wild west, but it has its 
agents in almost every state. 
Their 


method has been to bid off a route at a 
much lower price than that for which 
the service can be performed. They 
then get some party to carry the mail 
for a time, a::ci then throw up the con- 
tract. 
If the 
business was honestly 


managed the business would then be 
awarded to the next highest bidder, but 
instead of this, the ring has been able 
to make an arrangement by which some 
one lepresenting it is employed to per- 
form the service temporarily, and finally 
a price, very largely in excess of a fair 
compensation, is fixed for the service 
during the entire period. 
It is =aid 


that the ring controls routes in all parts 
of the country, and that one of the rep 
resentatives haa recently been in Maine 
and other eastern states looking up 
routes, for the service ot which they 
would have bid at tbe pending lettiogs 
but for the present catastrophe. 


ACCORDING to the Canadian fyecta- 


tur. almost all who can arc leaving their 
farms in Quebec and Ontario for the 
great west. The fertile prairie farms 
hold out attractions fnr them which 
their own do not possess, and superad- 
ded to this, as the Toronto Glole ob- 
serves, tbere is a charm for them in a 
republican country which makes them 
think the American 
republic b-tter 


than the Dominion. 
This emigration, 


the Spic'ator sagely remarks, -'is not a 
serious thinj if we can get the richt 
kind of immigration to meet it.'' 
Un- 


fortunately for our neighbor, tbe same 
desire for a republic and cheap new 
lands seems to possess almost the entire 
body of Europeans who have set t'neit 
faces westward. 


MORTGAGED HIMSELF. 


Charlotte (N. C,) Special. 


One of the most remarkable deeds of 


mortgagee probably ever made was put 
upon record in tbe register's office here. 
According to the terms of this mort- 
gage, Charles Didenover, an intelligent 
but impecunious man, conveys himself 
to another to have and to hold forever 
to secure a debt he owes the mortgager. 
The deed was duly witnessed, signed, 
and sealed. 
Didenover is a married 


man and therefore, under the laws of 
this State, before any man can convey 
any real estate his wife has to give her 
signature thereto, acknowledged before 
a notary public or magistrate. 
Al- 


though it is doubtful whether the ob- 
ject in this case has the character of 
this property, Didenover's wife waives 
all of her rights, title and claims to 
him m favor of the mortgagee, and has 
signed a deed of conveyance, and ac- 
kno'vledged the same with all the due 
form before a magistrate. 
The case is 


one of the most remarkable ever known 
in this section, and attracts widespread 
interest. 
If any man can mortgage 


himself and convert his body into legal 
collateral it will open up a new class of 
secL-rity, which will 
be hailed with 


great pleasure by many an impecunious 
man. 
If the legality of this deed is 


confirmed by the courts it will not be a 
great while before Didenover's example 
will be followed by many hard pressed 
topers in the old north State. 


A WASHINGTON correspondent does 


not think there is much chance for the 
guilty parties to escape who are mixed 
up in the "Star" mail-route swindling 
contracts.

Arrest of William Curroll-All Three in 


Jail—Examination Set for the llth. 
In our issue of last evening was chron- 


icled the arrest and incarceration of Louis 
Farner, jr. and Henry Curran, charged 
with the crime of highway robbery, in 
knocking down aud robbing Preston L. 
Yancy, of Cisco, of $16 in cash, on the 
Central railroad west of Weber's beer 
baU, on Thursday evening last just be- 
lore dark. Last evening the third party 
named in the state warrant, William Car- 
roll, was captured and .jailed by Sheriff 
Foster and Marshal Hewes. This fore- 
noon the parlies were brought before Jus- 
lice Albert for a preliminary examina- 
tion, States' Attorney Johns appearing 
for the People and Thos. Lee, Esq., for 
Carroll and Farner. 
The Justice stated 


lhat it would be impossible for him to 
hear the case lo-clay or before Wednesday 
next, and the time for the examination 
was set for Wednesday, May llth, at 1 p. 
m. The bail of the prisoners was fixed 
at $500 each, in default of which they 
were recommitted to the county jail. 


In a short interview with our reporter 


Mr. Yancy stated that he can readily 
identify Curran and Carroll as tbe young 
men v\ho assaulted and robbed him, and 
that he thinks Farner was on the hill be- 
yond the ditch waiMng for the parties to 
finish their work. It was still light when 
the assault was made and objects could 
easily be distinguished. Nick Weber and 
his wife were present as witnesses.

Webtr was interviewed. He says Farner, 
Curran, Carroll and Yancy were all at 
the beer hall between five and six o'clock 
on Thursday evening, and the parties 
crank beer together. He says they had a 
bottle of whisky but did not get it at his 
place. Part of tbe time the parlies sang 
and joked together, and for a short time 
Yancy sat at a table looking over a

A damaging railway accident occurred 


at Illiopolis, 10 miles west of Decatur, on 
the main line of the Wabasb, St. Louis 
and Pacific railway this morning at about 
seven o'clock, by which one large mogul 
engine and a freight train locomotive 
were completely wrecked, together with 
one baggage car and three or four cattle 
cars. Eighteen or twenty cattle were kill- 
ed outright and several seriously injured. 
The engineer and fireman of the west- 
bound passenger tram were slightly in-' 
jared, and Express Messenger J. L. Bow- 
en was bruised by the jar. 


It appears from the reports iu circula- 


tion that an east-bound fieight train had 
left Buffalo without orders, and arriving 
at Illiopolis the tram was side-tracked 
to allow the west-bound fast passenger 
train No. 3 to pass by, but on pulling In- 
to the sido-track one of the couplings of 
the freight cars broke, and the train di- 
vi Jed on th'e main track. The forward 
section of the freight train backed on to 
the main track to make the connection 
and a man was sent forward "through the 
fog to flag the on-coming passenger train; 
but 
Ihe fog was too 
dense for tho 


passenger engineer to see the danger sig- 
nal until too late to avoid the,'accident. 
The passenger was going at full speed- 
So miles per hour—and ran into the 
freight train with a deafening crash, pil- 
ing up the cars and spattering about 
heavy parts of the ponderous machinery 
in a promiscuous manner. It is estimated 
that the loss will foot up $13,000, and that 
it will take 48 hours to clear tbe wreck. ,

COLUMBUS, 0., May 9.—The forth- 


coming May orop and stock report of 
the Ohio state board of agriculture, • 
valuable and reliable document, will be 
ready for distribution May 14. The 
information is based on estimates made 
by about one thousand correspondents 
in nearly all the townships of the state, 
mostly praotioa) farmers, capable of 
judging of matters they report on, and 
can be depended on as approximately 
correct. The figures show that only 19 
per cent, of last year's crop, or 10,378,- 
299 bushels of wheat, is still in the 
hands of the producers, and that the 
probable yield of tbe state this year, if 
we have a fair average season from now 
till harvest, will be about 44,895,653 
bushels, or 85 per cent, of last year's 
fine crop. The wheat map will show 
that the best wheat this year lies in the 
level black-soil counties oi the north- 
western part ot tbe state. These aver- 
age fully 100 per cent, as compared 
with a year ago, while the rolling coun- 
ties further east and southeast average 
only a little over 80 per cent., and the 
hilly Ohio river counties only about 65 
per cent, of last year's yield in the same 
localities respectively. This is usually 
true after a snowy winter like the past, 
while in a very open, rainy winter, like 
that of 1879-1880, level counties suf- 
fer most. The wheat map will also 
show that wheat is best in the northerly 
part of the state, where there was most 
snow.
